Water Line Threat 
To The City’s Growth 

(Continued from Page One .) 

The contemplated route being, 
from east to west, along Grand 
View avenue, then across city- 
owned and private property to 
the east end of Highland avenue, 
then along Highland avenue to 
the west city boundary. 

"I urge that your honorable 
body consider very carefully two 
vital factors before any rights 
are granted to the City of Pasa¬ 
dena, or to the Metropolitan Wa¬ 
ter District. 

"First, the route is wrong. I 
understand that this is to be a 
pressure conduit, consequently its 
exact location up or down the 
slope is not so important as 
would* be the case if it were to 
be a gravity line. Therefore Sierra 
Madre should insist that the con¬ 
duit be locate*4 at our south 
boundary. On the extreme east 
side of town, however, the con 
duit might be swung further to 
the north, entering the city south 
of, and close to, East Central 
avenue. 

"The conduit, as now planned, 
will cut the city into two sec¬ 
tions; that is, so far as our 
underground utilities are con¬ 
cerned. Access from the north 
portion to the south portion 
would be almost impossible. 

"Second, the conduit is not deep 
enough below the surface. The 
present plans, I believe, call for 
an average cover over the top of 
the 10 foot pipe of only four feet 
of earth. This is too shallow for 
the requirements of our city. This 
would mean that wherever the 
conduit is placed, all our existing 
or proposed large diameter north 
nnd south water pipes, storm 
drains, sewers, gas mains, etc., 
would have to be placed under¬ 
neath the conduit, or at least 16 
feet below existing street grades. 

"In addition, many of our 
streets are not yet completely im¬ 
proved, nnd slight grade changes 
may be necessary, particularly at 
intersections. The location of the 
proposed conduit will forever pre¬ 
vent any such changes unless the 
large pipe be placed further be¬ 
low the surface. An earth cover 
of only four feet is not enough. 
A check should be made of what 
the City of Pasadena is requir- 
j ing where this conduit is to cross 
main north and south streets con- 
1 tabling storm drains and sewers. 

“A possible third factor to be 
taken into consideration, is that 
proper provision should be made 
that Sierra Madre, at some future 
date, may draw water from this 
conduit. 

"These problems are, of course, 
to be solved by the technical men 
for the best interest of all con¬ 
cerned. But your honorable body 
should he alive to the seriousness 
of this situation, and be ready to 
stand behind our City Engineer, 
when he makes his recommenda¬ 
tions."
